To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newtown  & Llanidloes  Rural  District 
_ Council 


Mr. Chairman,  Mrs.Linhard  & Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
1965,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  district. 

It  contains  information  requested  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
Circular  1/66. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1947,  Section  47 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  people, 
generally  elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and 
who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving 
help  from  others  and  are  in  such  a state  that  their  conditions 
are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

This  action  is  only  taken  after  much  consideration  and 
persuasion  of  the  person  concerned  to  voluntarily  go  to  a home 
for  the  aged,  or  to  receive  the  services  of  a home  help. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this 
Section  in  1965. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  116  live  virths,  giving  a rate  of  13. 60  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  15.18  per  1,000  in  1964.  The  rate 
for  the  County  was  14.95* 

There  were  6 illegitimate  births,  11  home  confinements, 
no  still  births  and  3 premature  births. 

There  were  3 deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life. 
This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  25.9  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  15.5  in  1964.  The  County  rate  was  16.8. 

There  were  9 6 deaths  which  gives  a death  rate  of  11.25 
per  1,000  compared  with  10.47  in  1964  and  the  County  rate  was  12.93. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  to  supply 
the  district  with  water  and  a summary  of  properties  served  is  given 
later  in  the  report. 

There  are  some  districts  which  are  sadly  in  need  of  a 
better  supply.  I especially  refer  to  Trefeglwys  where  practically 
every  summer  the  supply  fails  and  water  has  to  be  conveyed  in  tanks. 

Llandinam  also  needs  a better  supply.  There  have  been 
several  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  at  Llandinam  School 
and  in  an  attempt  to  find  the  cause  frequent  samples  of  water  have 
been  taken  and  fortunately  have  all  been  satisfactory  from  a bacter- 
iological point  of  view. 


SANITATION 


Ministry  suggested  that  this  scheme  should  link  up  with  the  disposal 
works  at  Caersws. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  Ministry  approval  was  awaited  for 
the  Clatter  and  Llandinam  schemes. 

I am  particularly  anxious  that  the  Llandinam  Sch  should 
be  started  soon.  The  school's  sanitary  arrangements  at  Llandinam 
are  most  unsatisfactory  - consisting  of  Elsan  Closets.  In  my 
opinion  these  are  not  at  all  satisfactory  serving  a school  population 
of  over  60  children.  It  is  the  Education  Authority's  plan  to  build 
new  .'/.Cs  when  the  public  sewer  is  available  - I may  add  that  in 
connection  with  these  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  at  the 
school,  I discussed  with  the  headmaster  that  he  might  introduce  some 
very  strict  personal  hygiene  practises  among  the  children  and  this 
was  done  with  quite  good  results. 


A sewage  disposal  scheme  at  Trefeglwys  is  held  up  by  the 
inadequate  supply  of  water  and  this  has  an  adverse  effect  on  private 
development  there. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  a sewerage  scheme  at  Sarn  but 
there  has  been  much  delay  in  obtaining  a site. 

The  engineers  were  asked  to  report  on  the  possibility 
of  providing  a sewer  at  the  New  Mills  area. 

Plans  for  sewering  the  area  of  Adfa  were  abandoned  some 
years  ago  because  of  the  very  high  cost. 

We  now  have  public  sewerage  facilities  at  Llangurig, 
Caersws,  Carno,  Kerry,  Tregynon,  Bettws,  Bwlchyffridd  and  Stepaside. 

The  Council  has  provided  Public  Conveniences  at  Caersws 
and  Llangurig  and  is  anxious  to  build  one  at  Carno. 


HOUSING. 

The  building  of  4 houses  at  Dolfor  was  commenced  but  they 
were  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.

Tipping  is  carried  out  at  Pemprompren  Cwmbelan  and  at  the 
Brickyard  Tregynon. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  4 slaughterhouses  in  the  rural  district  - at 
Trefeglwys,  Caersws,  Tregynon  and  Clatter. 

They  are  visited  regularly  and  all  meat  is  inspected. 

Many  parts  of  the  Council’s  district  was  flooded  again 
in  December.  The  most  cone entrat ed  area  was  at  Caersws  where  at 
least  60  dwellings  were  flooded,  40  of  these  seriously. 

Apart  from  Caersws,  4 houses  were  flooded  at  Aberraule  one 
to  a depth  of  4 feet.  At  Bettws,  2 properties  were  flooded. 

At  Llandinara,  3 properties  were  flooded  and  at  Old  Hall  3 houses 
were  seriously  affected. 

The  first  flood  occurred  on  9th  December  and  later  in  the 
month,  17th,  l8th  and  19th  December,  further  flooding  occurred, 
affecting  J>0  properties  in  Caersws,  1 at  Abermule  and  1 at  New  Mills.

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  Council  learned  of  the 
death  on  June  12th  1965  of  its  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.H.H.Thomas. 
He  has  served  this  Council  for  many  years  and  was  always  a most  co- 
operative and  helpful  colleague. 

Mr .Maddocks  who  has  been  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  some  11  years  was  appointed  as  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Mr. Farr  was  appointed  as  his  assistant  in  December,  19 65  and 
took  up  his  duties  February,  1966. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  my  colleagues 
and  the  staff  of  the  Rural  Distriot  Council  for  the  help  and 
encouragement  they  give  me.

Children  who  are  Mantoux  positive  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Physician 
for  further  investigation.

(pressure  filtration,  alum,  soda  ash,  sodium  silicote  and  sodium  hypo- 
chlorite) and  some  difficulty  has  been  found  in  maintaining  a satisfactory 
treated  water.

Sewage  disposal  schemes  were  in  operation  in  the  villages 
of,  Caersws,  Llangurig,  Camo,  Kerry,  Tregynon,  Bwllchyffridd,  Bettws 
and  Step-a^-side,  and  work  continued  on  the  extension  at  Tregynon. 

FLOOD  DAMAGE . 

Flooding  occurred  within  the  Council’s  district  during  the 
week  ends  of  IOth.IIth.  and  I7th.l8th.i9th.  December  1965.  Again  Caersws 
was  the  area  most  seriously  affected,  but  properties  at  Old  Hall, 
Llandinam,  Abermule  and  Bettws  were  also  known  to  have  suffered  damage. 
Water  remained  in  some  houses  in  the  Green  area  of  Caersws  for  over  48 
hours  during  the  second  occassion  of  flooding  . Assistance  was  given 
by  the  Llanidloes  Fire  Brigade,  the  Red  Crods  and  the  Civil  Defence. 

The  experience  of  these  two  floods  again  brought  home  the 
fact  that  co-ordination  was  required  locally  to  make  full  use  of  the 
assistance  available.  The  Council  decided  that  a Local  Flood  Centre 
controlled  by  the  Surveyor,  would  be  established  at  Caerswsimmediately 
a flood  alert  v/as  given  and  that  a telephone  would  be  manned  during  the 
whole  time  of  an  emergency.
